[ Am afraid your correfpondent from Oxford has mifta- 
ken Mr. Whifton, when he reprefents him as reflecting 
On metaphyfics. "The words he quotes from him are thefe. 
* Metaphyfical fubtilties have fometimes had pernicious 
* confequences, even againit common fenfe and common 
‘ experience’. To prove this, he inftances in the cafe 
of Dean Berkley; who, he tells us, afferts, that * Matter 
* is not a real thing’: and adds, ‘ though I am not able 
‘ toanfwer his premifes, yet I do not atall belicve his 
© conclufion’. 

Now all this { take to be unworthy of Mr. Whifton. 
For, to talk of the pernicious confequences of any f{cience, 
the defign whereof is to affift the mind in the fearch of 
truth, feems to be very unphilofyphical : but, To prove 
fuch an affertion, by iuch an initance, in fuch a manner ; 
is an abfurdity, fo great a man. could never be guilty 
of. Metaphyfics have had bad confequences. HW’ hy? 
becaufe a metaphyfician has reafon’d amils. 4s how ? he 
aflerts that matter is not a real thing. Ard where's the 
abfurdity of that ? I don’t believe it, that’s enough. 4yd 
here's the harm of it ? 1 leave that to you to judzs, 

This is certainly a weak way of talking; and Mr. 
Whifton ought to be appris’d of it, that he may do him- 
felf juftice: the rather, becaufe, in my poor judgment, Mr. 
Berkley is in the right: though, were he in the wrong ; 
I cannot think of one pernicious confequence his notion 
can be chargd with. He wellenough forefaw what would 
be objected to his principles ; to wit, that they banifh out 
of the world every thing, that is real and {ubftantial in 
nature. His anfwer is punctual; which you will add for 
Mr. Whiiton’s fake. * I do not argue, fays he, againit 
‘ the exiitence of any one thing, that we can apprehend, 
either by fenfe, or reflexion. ‘That the things, I fee with 
my eyes, and touch with my hands, do exift, really 
exit; I make not the leaft queftion. 
Whole exiitence I deny, is, that which the philofophers 
call matter or corporeal {ubitance’: and, in doing of 
this, there is no damage done to the reft of mankind; 
wao, I dare fay, will never mifs it. The atheift, indeed, 
wil want the color ot an empty name, to fupport his im- 
piety: and the phtlofophers may probably find, they have
